The 
spread of the disease in the 
mountain sections ol Kentucky 
, is said to haye b.en i apid and 
nowhere have the attempts of 
the physicians-beensuccevful ini 
allaying it. •* 

At the meeting a£Corbin Wed¬ 
nesday the physicians will lake 
up a thorough search for the uu 
durlying causes of the disease 
and will also try to learn the best 
methods of effecting a cure. Iti 
is believed that every tpemoerof 
the board will ne in attendance J 
| and also many from other Slates 
l an it may he found that the same 
conditions that exist here are ul- 
su in existence iu other Sutes. 
There have bpen no reports if 
ptlliM'a in any of the larger 
towns of the Slate. 

Speaking of the disease that 
is ih'tateumg ‘the inmates of the 
insane asylums at Hopkinsvide 
and Lex ngtoc, Dr. W. Ed Grant, 
City Health Officer, stated this 
'fnornfpg that 'pellagra has been 
definitely recognised by medical 
men only during the last ten or , 
twelve years. Pellagra is a skin j 
disease that is peculiar to the! 
Sooth. It is thought to be caused 
by eating corn which has been j 
attacked by a fungus growth 
known as “smut." It is a sk n 
disease somnwhat resembling le - 
prosy, and is incurab'e. Medi¬ 
cine is of little or no a rail against ; 
it ‘.be only treatment effective be¬ 
ing complete rest,-good fond and 
plenty of fresh air. Exposure 
.to sunlight, however, greatly 
'aggravates the malady.

is just 1-2 of that of our school, yet the total amount received by Our school 
exceeds that of Bareitown by only 81,684.70, and when it Is remembered 
that we received $1,200,00 from County Board of Education for taking care 
of County High School, the difference is just $484.70. While the salaries 
paid our teacher* exceed that paid at Bards town 0010.00 yet we employed 
9 teachers while they only employed 6. Tbeir average attendance being 180 
while ours was 380, therefore, it was necessary for us to employ more 
teachers. Tbe salary of the teachers employed is about the same as ours, 
except we paid principal and high school teacher salaries aggregating 
*2040.00 while they paid 11,760. It has been our policy to increase our 
teacher’s salaries to such an amount as would fairly compensate them for 
their services. The average salary of the teachers, excepting principal, 
being lees than *600 per year, which seems to us small enough. During the 
last school year repairs and other expense* wer* very much more than 
■ former years as will be seen by the Treasurer's report which is published 
in this week’s issue of this paper.
